THE American cowboy has always bceu an independent cuss >u speech at well u 
action. Though he borrowed and adapted many artr.lcs of hi* picturcique outlii 
from the Mexican vaqucro and took along their Spanish names) for good measure, 
he couldn't be bothered with correct Spanish pronunciation. When asked by a new 
coiner how he managed to pronounce all the Spanish names of thing* so commonly used 
on the Border, an old Texas "brush- popper" replied- 

"Pernouncc 'em, hell! I jest kinder free-tongue em!" So today wc have in cow- 
boy language a lot ot word* ot Spanish origin that bear little lesernblance to Spanish, 
for the Texas cowmen not only "fiec -tongucd 'cm* —they also "free- spelt "cm. 

The viqucros called a tic rope a nictate (inay-cah lay) All over cartlclaiid today 
you hear it called a "McCarty." That slim stiff rope woven from the fiber of the yucca 
century plant is a maguey (mah-gwa'y 1 — but the free tonguin' puncher calls it "McGay " 
When the Mexican cowboy speaks ot an unprowscd iope loiter he calls it a jaquirna 
(ha hkec-mah) — to today in the dictionaries you'll find hackamorc" as a good western 
word tor rope halter! 

A recent popular movie cowboy song uses 'buckcroo" to mean a bucking horse or 
bronco, but "buckcroo" or ' buckaroo" is just the cowboy's way of pronouncing vaqucio, 
meaning "cowboy." "V" sounds and "b" sounds are intcrchmigeabie in Spanish. Texas 
cowboys tound it hard to twist their tongues around cocinero, the Spanish word for 
"cook," so they just called it 'coosie." and "coosic" it is to this day. 

Asked to name a certain queer looking brand, a Mexican vaquero shrugged and 
said "Quien sabc?" — meaning 'who knows'" The brand is still known today as the 
"Kin Savvy," because that's the way it sounded to a Texas puncher. The "Dolly Welter" 
wasn't named in memory of some cowboy's sweetie Sometimes it is called a "dally," 
and it means the turn taken around a saddle horn with a rope to make it holdablc when 
it isn't tied fast. Back in Border Spanish where it came from it was "dale vuelta" (dah'« 
lay vwa'yl-tah) and means, literally, "give it a turn." Caballada (cah-vahlya'h than), 
meaning sunply a bunch of horses, ia a right smart mouthful, so in cowboy lingo it's 
a "cawy." 

it would take a book big enough to throw at a bear to list all such cowboy words 
borrowed, tree-tongue style, from the Spanish, but the cowboy isn't the only one who 
made use of the musical Gastilian language to suit his own tongue and ears. Take our 
familiar southern word "pickaninny." ft came to us from Spanivh Louisiana. Try s*y- 
tng pequeno nino (pay-ka'yn-yo ne'en yo), Spanish for "little child," as fast as you can, 
then free-tongue it a little and sec for yourself if it isn't plain old "pickaninny" I
